At Monte Rotoudo the Mayor and Ulnuta met the

^perfectly maintained, although an immenso
quantity of tho agrccablo new wluo of Sloute llo¬
tondo was consumed on the occasion by the thirsty
politicians. In the evening the excursionists re¬
turned to Homo with banners, patriotic songs and
tllscordont clanging or drums and horns. This
&f cruoon there was a supplement to the demonstra¬
tion at the Coliseum, where the stand from which
ttlie Capuchin friar preaches cn Good Friday was oc¬

cupied successively by a number of orators, who
narrated the evcuts of yesterday and Invited tuo
'¦public to auotlier commemorative demonstration
on Die 24th of November.tho anniversary of the
beheading of Monil and Togucttl, who were exe¬

cuted as consplruiors soon altor the blowing up of
the Zouaves' barracks In 1867, In wnlch jrocklcss
affair they wera accused of be.ng the principal
ifectors.

severely punished.

The name of the unfortunate vyunia.i who com*
muted buicide at Niagara l-'ulls 011 Sunday was Mrs.
T. M. Avery, of Chicago, the wife 01 a prominent
lumber merchant oi mat city. The conieuts ol' the
letter left by her at the Spencer House having been
telegraphed to her filcnns, tiie Chicago papers' a ro
enabled to furnish some particulars explanatory
01 the latal aci. l'rom them we learn that tvVeive
years ago she had an attack of typhoid fever, which
left her bodily neatth unimpaired, but widen acted
disastrously to her mind. 80011 after her lecovery
symptoms of melancholy insanity in uitfrstcd them¬
selves, and ihc disorder gained strength as the years
went on. She became a prey to great despondency,
was convinced that she was useless in the world,
reiuscdtogo Into society, and kept herself us se¬
cluded as possible. ller condition gravely dis¬
quieted all who knew tier, and she was attended
with unr nutting care, and without her knowledge
was closely watched. Kecently, her relatives had
liattcrcd taemseites with the hope that sue was »m-
pmviug. blic was prcvaneJ 011 to see some oi lior
old friends aud to go out vlolUug, but llicir nop.3
were sadly deceived.
On Friday, according to the Time$, "she suddenly

disappeared from her residence. No. 446 West Wash¬
ington street, without inioi mlng any one as 10
where she was going and leaving no elue which
nilgiii lead to the discovery ol tier whereabouts.
Inquiries were made at the various p'oilcs stations,
but without success. AdvcrUseiupiiis, offering large
rewards fur any information as to ncr wiiereubouis,
v, ere put in various papers, together with notices
describing iter appearance. Similar notices were
also read yesterday 111 all mo principal churches in
the city. All these means 01' obiuiniug luforuiatien
oi the luto of tiio lost one, however, proved in-
elective. »

that Mrs. Avery had committed suicide. The cou-
chuloii was oniv too true, but tho locale ol 1 lie sui¬
cide aud its terrible though romautic character 110110
could imagine, iho r.ver or lako was supposed to
be ncr grave.

M. Avery had
committed suicide on yesterday morning by leaping
into tho surging wuicrs of me Niagara river, Just
anovc the lulls, over which she was earned,
her bo ty disappearing in the wild vor¬
tex oi waters u iow. it was further

stated that the deoeaaod had registered her
nume At the Spencer Home as Mrs. Hlii. ami ihet
she lia<t left a letter st the hotel directed to T. M.
Avery, 'lulu letter was opanyl by Mm landlord, who
had he-u aoiuewhat alaruied by the atreage conduct
of ills guest. The content* were Immediately lete-
graphed to Mr. Avery in t.'tia city. Judging from
t!ic-« facts It Is soppoied that the uurortunale
woman, upon leaving her nome, which was at half*
hast. lour o'ciock on !. inlay, iiuiuediateiy went to
tbu railroad depot and started lor Niagara, where
Bite arrived on the next morning.
